On account of the interest in 
American cities in the working out 
of the so-called Windsor used car

The variously termed Windsor 
er Border Cities plan of handling 
used cars has helped to stabilize the 
market in Toronte, Montreal and 
Ottawa, and has been adopted in 
Calgary, according to the report of 
Trade Commissioner Lynn W. Mee- 
kins at Ottawa. 

A “used car market report” is pub- 
lished at regular, intervals in these 
cities, but “stocks of used cars corf- 
tinue to depend on the aggressive- 
ness of individual dealers in dispos- 
ing of them.” Commissioner Mee- 
kins points out that the problem is 
a serious one, and adds that “the 
fixed price plan has not solved it.’ 

“However, some progress is be-| 
ing made,” the report reads. “Some 
dealers say that they have fewer 
used cars on hand than at this time 
last year while others report higher 
stocks Tt is believed that this 
number has increased moderately 
and will tend in some cases to limit 
sales of new cars. The used truck} 
situation is not yet troublesome be- | 
cause comparatively few are on the | 
market.” 

There is no used car probiem a 
Colombia “as the roads are very 
poor and the drivers are reckless,” 
the report points out. A car is used 
by the original owner until it is 
wrecked.

170 used cars were reported sold by | 
the three leading firms selling used

cars in Cuba, as compared with #68 
during the previous quarter and 24g 
during the third quarter of last 
year. 

In Denmark a salesman is held re< 
sponsible for. the resale of a used 
car taken in a trade-in. Dealers 
also keep prices of new cars suffi- 
ciently high to it acceptance 
of trade-ins at a higher price with- 
out loss on the resale of the old ve- 
hicle. There has been no attempt 
in Denmark to organize the used 
car trade. 

Used cars are seldom resold as 
such in Egypt, but are converted inte 
trucks or light buses. In Germany 
there is no definite policy regarding 
valuation or sale of used cars, and 
old barter methods still prevail. 

Cars taken in trade-ins in Japan 
are sold at prices so cheap as te 
create a steady demand, this condi- 
tion being aided by the compara- 
tively high first cost of new cars 
and the low cost of repairs. One 
large dealer in Japan has complete- 
ly eliminated the used car problem 
by adopting a policy of making sales 
of new cars dependent upon first 
selling the used car offered in trade 

In Poland it is the custom to op- 
erate a car until it is worn out, 
rather than to turn it in to a dealer 
in part payment for a new car. Due 
to tight money, the high import ané 
luxury taxes in Rumania, the mar- 
ket for used cars is good, bringing 
35 to 40 per cent. higher prices than 
the same models do in the United 
States 

The percentage of used cars trad- 
ed in on new sales in Spain runs be- 
tween 70 and 80 per cent. of the new 
car sales, with the result that the 
automotive market is “very stag- 
nant,” the report explains.

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‘Ford Parts Maker’s Position 


ENRY FORD'S recent announcement of a new model 
coming has naturally caused considerable concern 

among manufacturers who have built up big businesses sup- 
plying replacement parts, accessories and equipment of all 
kinds, especially for the Model T. These manufacturers are 
busy taking stock and trying to estimate the market that 
remains for them and the duration of such market. 

Few people outside the directly interested trade realize 
the vast extent of this special Model T manufacturing field. 
Estimates of the number of Model T’s running v rary, some 
chroniclers placing their guesses as high as six or seven mil- 
lien cars and trucks. We would be inclined to say that the 
number of Model T’s actually on the roads at the present 
time is somewhere around 5,000,000. We get this figure on 
a basis of approximately four year's of active life for the 
Model T. We know that in 1924 there were about 1,500,000 
Fords built; in 1925 the total was about 1,300,000, and in 
1926 about 1,100,000. The half years in 1923 and 1927 will 
account for somewhere around another million, and this 
would make the grand total now in use approximately 
5,000,000. 

When the Ford plant swings into production of the new 
car and drops the Model T entirely, this total in service will 
obviously begin to decline. While replacement manufacturers 
will have 5,000,000 potential customers this year, the num- 
ber will sink to 4,000,000 during the next twelve months. By 
the end of 1928 the total will have dropped to 3,500,000, and 
by the end of 1929 the number will be under 2,000,000. The 
market will be pretty well eliminated by the end of 1950, 
in so far as the domestic field is concerned. 

It must be remembered, however, that Mr. Ford’s 
announcement contained the intimation that the Model T will 
be continued in manufacture for countries which have not 
yet reached our stage of motorization and whose demands| 
are not yet so far advanced. Furthermore, many owners of 
Model T’s will call upon manufacturers for replacement parts 
and equipment to stretch the span of life of their vehicles 
over the four-year period in our estimate. It will be a good 
many years before the Model T replacement market dis- 
appe ars alltogther. On the other hand, there is no question 

hat the Model T replacement and equipment field no ionger 
appears altogether. On the other hand, there is no question 
vvanization. 

At the moment the really important matter is that 
manufacturers in the Ford specialty field have nothing in 
particular to worry about. They have ahead of them a 
period for readjustment. There is a period of from two to 
{hree years during which the market for Ford Model T equip- 
ment is going to remain in heaithy bulk. That surely is time 
enough for the manufacturers to readjust their plants along 
other lines. 

Furthermore, it must not be forgotten that we know as 
yet nothing about the new Ford model. It may be that cer- 
tain features of the Model T will be retained and that equip- 
ment designed for that model will still find a market for the 
new car. In some quarters it is believed that the planetary 
transmission of the Model T will be kept in the new car, plus 
a gearset arrangement to give flexibility and ease of traffic 
coutrol. 

There is not the slightest occasion for Ford equipment 
m:unufacturers to become panicky.
